Continuation of 3. NOTE: In claim 61 , 90 and 91 , the term "heatable glass melt" has raised a new issue, that would require further 
consideration and/or search. Applicant's arguments are directed to the limitation of the amended claims that raise new issue. Applicant 
also argued on page 8 of the Remarks, "Applicant respectfully submit that the Office Action has failed to meet its burden of establishing a 
prima facie case of obviousness because the Office Action has failed to establish that the proposed combination of the Penberthy'725 and 
Hofmann patent disclose each element of the claims". It is not found persuasive. Penberthy'725 disclosess the limitations of claim 1 
except a shielding basket having an interior, wherein the interior of the shielding basket reduces an electric field gradient that occurs in the 
conductively heatable melt immediatedly adjacent to the at least one electrode. Hofmann discloses a shielding basket (14) having an 
interior, wherein the interior of the shielding basket reduces an electric field gradient that occurs in the conductively heatable melt 
immediately adjacent to the at least one electrode (21 ). Hofmann reference is only used for teaching the missing limitatation. 
Penberthy'725 and Hofmann references are related to the same technical field. Therefore, one ordinary skill in the art would combine these 
references. 
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
